Vandals knock over tombstones at Westcott Cemetery 


RCMP say there are leads in case as ATV tracks discovered at scene

Westcott-area residents are band¬ 
ing together to restore more than a 
dozen cemetery tombstones that 
were vandalized late last month. 

The cemetery was vandalized 
sometime between Aug. 27 and 28, 
said RCMP SgL Jeff Jacobson. 

He noted that 13 headstones were 
found knocked over in the cemetery. 


Fortunately, none of the stones wen 1 
broken or damaged. 

It appears that an ATV may have 
t)een driven through the area, said 
Jacobson. He noted that they have a 
couple of learls and w ill lx* following 
up with those. 

Fred Newsome, who lives in the 
area, will lx- organizing a team to go 
out and re-glue the headstoiu's. 

“I see that quite a few headstones 
were knocked over,” said Newsome,

He added that in many cases, due 


to the age of the cemetery, the glue 
that attaelK's the headstone to the 
grave gets old and loses its adhesive 
ability. 

“If they were damaged, it’d be a lot 
different,” he said, “but I think any 
kid could go and give ’em a kick and 
they’d fall over.” 

Newsome also added that some of 
the older graves may not even have 
the glue to begin with, which adds to 
the problem. 


He doesn't seem too worried 
alxtut the situation, Ixx’ause there 
was no substantial damage. 

“I guess we’ll liave to clean it up,” 
he said. He nokxl that it should only 
hike a few guys a couple of hours’ 
work to repair the damage.

Schools around town arc 
once again flooded with 
happy faces and eager 
learners as the educational 
year is now underway. 

Classes resumed late last 
week, with staff excited 
about the coming year and 
looking forward to empha¬ 
sizing literacy in all areas. 

Brent Runnett, principal 
of Ross Ford Elementary 
School, said that the staff 
will continue to emphasize 
language arts and math 
because of recent success 


in those areas. 

“Provincial results were 
great last year," said 
Runnett, referring to the 
achievement exams, “LA. 
and math were a big focus 
last year, and it paid off." 

He said that the school 
scored higher than average 
in those areas. The staff put 
a renewed focus on those 
subjects last year and 
weren't expecting the 
immediate improvements 
that were seen on the 
results. 

In the past, he added, 
they had been challenged 
as far as matching the 


‘exceptional achievement’ 
rate, but this past year they 
pulled it up substantially. 

Jeff Thompson, principal 
of West glen middle school, 
said that they are also plac¬ 
ing an emphasis on literacy. 

“It's certainly something 
we’ve always done," said 
Thompson, “but we’re try¬ 
ing to put a renewed focus 
on it.” 

He added that they will 
continue with the personal¬ 
ization of education, “meet¬ 
ing (lit* kids where they’re 
at emotionally, socially and 
academically. We've got to 
make sure the children are 


ready to learn before they 
can really learn." 

A couple of newer pro¬ 
grams continuing from last 
year include the YES pro¬ 
gram and the Heroes pro¬ 
gram. 

“We started the YES pro¬ 
gram last year,” said 
Thompson. “We have youth 
mentors that come in and 
work with the kids. It helps 
us meet kids where they 
art*, as adolescents.” 

Carolyn Massel, vice¬ 
principal of Westglen, said 
that in the program, “kids 
have a lot of fun. They get 
really active and do things

kids are interested in. They 
organize different activi¬ 
ties, some of which are 
school wide and some of 
them are in small groups.” 

The Heroes program, 
said Massel, focuses on 
building up students’ skills, 
peer relations, and helps 
with adolescent issues. 

“It sets them up for suc¬ 
cess,” she added, saying 
that the program teaches 
students to be proactive, 
rather than reactive. 

Corynn Sande, who start¬ 
ed teaching at Westglen 
halfway through last year, 
is clearly excited to be get¬ 
ting into her first 


September at the school as 
a Grade 6 homeroom 
teacher. 

“This year I’m working 
with two other teachers in 
the Grade 6 class,” said 
Sande. “And there’s a little 
less than 80 kids that are 
going to be in our class¬ 
room.” 

She said that though it 
may sound different, “It’s 
about having three teach¬ 
ers get to know the stu¬ 
dents really well and then 
being able to cater to their 
very different ways of 
learning. We can do that 
when we have all the Grade 
sixers in one room.

Garth Dagg, principal of 
Didsbury High School 
(DHS), is also looking for¬ 
ward to the new year. 

“We have a new shop 
teacher here that I’m really 
excited about,” said Dagg, 
“he’s an interprovincial car¬ 
penter.” 

Dagg said that this new 
teacher has been a judge 
for Skills Canada competi¬ 
tions and has a lot to offer 
to students interested in 
the trades. 

“Another thing that we’re 
really looking forward to,” 
he said, “is our fourth year 
of running an after-school 
drama class. It’s a great 
opportunity for kids to get 
credit doing something 
they love and put on a 
show.” 

He added that the school 
has already booked the 
TransCanada Theatre in 
Olds for early December 
for a musical version of 
The Wizard of Oz. 

The school is also look¬ 
ing at new ways to empha¬ 
size literacy, he added.

He noted that the athletic 
and band programs are still 
going strong as well.

It starts with an eight - 
second ride, hut it can 
eventually turn into a full 
ride. 

The Calgary Stampede 
held its 15th annual 
Invitational 4-H Rodeo, 
sponsored by West can 
Bulk Transport, Bayer 
CropScience, and 

Lammle’s Western Wear 
and Tack, on Aug. 25 and 
26 at Olds College. 

For some of the approxi¬ 
mately 100 participants, 
aged anywhere from 9 
through 20, this was the 
first rodeo of their young 
lives. 

Those bitten by the rodeo 
bug are sure to find fun, 
thrills, and spills as they 
progress through Wrangler 
(junior high) and high 


school rodeos. 

The Stampede’s 4-H 
Rodeo — featuring senior 
(15 through 20), intermedi¬ 
ate (12 through 14), and 
junior (9 through 11) age 
categories — attracted par¬ 
ticipants from about 30 4-H 
clubs from across Alberta, 
with timed events on 
Saturday afternoon and 
roughstock events on 
Sunday afternoon. 

For the second straight 
year, Desirae Jackson, 16, 
of Sundre, earned three 
senior red ribbons at the 
Stampede 4-H Rodeo. 
Saturday afternoon, aboard 
her 15-year-old quarter 
horse gelding Frosty, 
Jackson won the senior 
barrel racing event in 14.94 
seconds, and then pre¬ 
vailed in senior pole-bend¬ 
ing — which combines 
slalom racing and flat-out

speed, with horse-and-rider 
teams going head to head 
on identical arena courses 
— in a time of 20.48 sec¬ 
onds. Sunday, she and 
Frosty followed it up with 
victory in senior goat tying, 
stopping the clock in 10.56 
seconds. 

Jackson ended up as the 
weekend’s high-point 
champion among seniors, 
earning 44 of a possible 70 
points. 

Jackson, who’s heading 
into Grade 12 at Sundre 
High School, was crowned 
Miss High School Rodeo 
Alberta in June and will 
hold the title for the 2012- 
13 scholastic season. 

Trinity Thompson of Red 
Deer, earned the junior 
high-point title at this 
year’s Stampede 4-H 
Rodeo, with 27 of a possi¬ 
ble 30 points. 

She captured two of the 
three weekend junior 
events — pole-bending, in 
22.69 seconds, and thread- 
the-needle, in 11.13 sec¬ 
onds — and placed fourth 
in the other, barrel racing, 
aboard her 20-year-old 
mare, Josy. 

Meanwhile, 13-year-old 
Lucas Brown of Gibbons, 
snared the intermediate 
high-point crown on a busy 
Sunday afternoon — which 
saw him and his gelding, 
Skeeter, compete at both 
the Stampede’s 4-H Rodeo 
and a Central Alberta 
Rodeo Association (CARA) 
event at Bowden. Brown 
earned 36 of a possible 70 
points for the intermediate 
title — fuelled by victories 
in intermediate cow riding, 
with an 82-point score, and 
intermediate breakaway 
roping (a variation on, and 
occasionally a precursor 
to, tie-down roping) with a 
lightning-quick time of 2.27 
seconds. 

Luke Wrubelski of Leduc 
County, who’s 21, will soon 
be heading off to Lakeland 
College in Vermilion, for 


his second year of agi ibusi 
ness studies — and will be 
closing the books on a 
dozen years with 4-H in 
November, when he com¬ 
petes in a national judging 
competition at Regina’s 
Agribition. 

Wrubelski’s second and 
final 4-H rodeo was one 
he’ll always treasure, 
thanks to Sunday-after- 
noon wins in senior cow 
riding — marking an 81 — 
and senior steer daubing, 
with a time of 3.32 seconds. 

Karlyn Janssen of 
Lacombe, with the Shadow 
Riders 4-H, was the week¬ 
end’s other double champ, 
capturing the intermediate 
pole-bending (21.08 sec¬ 
onds) and barrel racing 
(15.65 seconds) events. 

Wrubelski’s sister 

Jennifer was t he winner in 
Sunday’s senior breakaway 
roping competition, stop¬ 
ping the clock in 4.33 sec¬ 
onds. Calgary’s Faith 
Stewart, of the Big Hill 
West Light Horse Club, 
won intermediate steer 
daubing in 3.55 seconds, 
while Sydney Vanden Berg 
of ('mitts, Alta. (Coutts 
49ers 4-H Club), captured 
intermediate goat-tying in 
13.02 seconds. 

Stephanie Boles of Three 
Hills, (Three Hills 4-H 
Wranglers), emerged as 
senior thread-the-needle 
champ in 11.25 seconds. 
Riley VanDyck of Edson, 
(Edson 4-H Multi), was the 
intermediate thread-the- 
needle titlist in a time of 
14.14 seconds. Codi Wilson 
of Sundre, (Sundre Silver 
Spurs), prevailed in junior 
barrels, stopping the clock 
in 16.07 seconds.

Bus service 
at crossroads 

It was less than a year ago when Greyhound Canada 
announced drastically reduced service for the Central 
Alberta corridor. 

The company’s plan to cut serv¬ 
ice to once a day for communities 
like Olds and Innisfail came as a 
shock for many residents but was 
defended by the company as nec¬ 
essary due to changing economic 
and ridership conditions. 
Greyhound’s position was further 
influenced by Alberta 
Transportation’s decision 15 
months ago to open up inter-city 
bus service to other companies 
besides Greyhound, forcing the 
bus line to abandon 12 corridors 
and cut service in others. 

The company insisted these moves were necessary 
because demand was not sufficient to maintain tradition¬ 
al levels of service. 

Olds is a college town where scores, perhaps even hun¬ 
dreds, of students periodically rely on bus service to go 
home on weekends and holidays. There are also many cit¬ 
izens who depend on bus service to get to larger urban 
centres for important social and medical appointments. 
Users in Olds and Innisfail are now forced to not only 
accept reduced service, but its delivery comes at the most 
inconvenient witching hour times - in the early morning 
hours between 3 a.m. and 5 a.m. 

This week we learn of the plight of 50-year-old Bill 
Phillips, a citizen of Innisfail, who was waiting for a bus in 
the early morning hours of Aug. 27. A recent amputee as 
a result of a May car accident, Phillips was waiting out¬ 
side the town’s Century Theatre for the 3:55 a.m. 
Greyhound bus to take him to Calgary’s Foothills Medical 
Centre for an important surgical appointment to relieve 
pain in his shoulder. 

He said the bus never came. Innisfail’s downtown is 
going through major reconstruction and buses are making 
their way to local pickups through a back alley. 

Phillips, who says he was with three other people wait¬ 
ing for the bus, said he waited until 5:15 a.m. A Greyhound 
spokesperson admitted the bus was 45 minutes late but 
could not give an explanation as to what transpired that 
morning for the pickups to be bypassed. 

In the meantime, Phillips must reschedule his surgery. It 
could take at least a month for this to happen. With the 
current stresses on Alberta’s health-care system that 
timetable could very well be overly optimistic. 

A Greyhound spokesman, who was reached by phone in 
Ohio, said the company would work to “accommodate 
him (Phillips) as best we can.” 

According to Phillips, he was told to send his ticket to 
Ontario to get a $33 refund. 

What it all comes down to is that Phillips’ experience 
underscores the sad demise of a once honourable way of 
transportation and service for countless people, much 
like the slow agonizing death of passenger train service. 
Fifty years ago citizens everywhere in the province and 
across Canada relied on train service as a way of life. The 
trains came on time. Customer service was almost always 
top-notch. When passenger trains began their demise 
from everyday life citizens could at least turn to bus serv¬ 
ice. But it too was forced into its own decline. 

Passengers like Phillips can complain of course. Most 
people will be sympathetic. But in the end we are forced 
to yield to today’s reality. 

Some call it progress. But like the passenger train, good 
old-fashioned reliable bus service is heading only to mem¬ 
ory lane.

New alcohol driving rules 
only part of the solution 


The Redford government hopes 
tough new alcohol driving rules that 
come into effect this week will make 
Alberta’s roads safer by encouraging 
more motorists to stop 
mixing liquor and driv¬ 
ing. 

Whether that hope will 
translate into reality will, 
of course, depend on 
whether drivers are con¬ 
vinced that the tough 
new penalties that come 
along with the new rules 
really do make alcohol- 
fuelled driving not worth 
the risk. 

Starting Sept. 1, a per¬ 
son with a blood alcohol 
level between 50 mg and 
80 mg per cent found driving a motor 
vehicle will face a three-day licence 
suspension and a three-day vehicle 
seizure. 

And those penalties increase for 
repeat offences. 

“We want to encourage drivers to 
plan ahead and make the right deci¬ 
sions for themselves, for their pas¬ 
sengers and for other people on the 
road," says Ric Mclver, Alberta trans¬ 


portation minister. 

Jonathan Denis, minister of justice 
and solicitor general, says the new 
rules are “100 per cent about driver 
safety. Nobody has the 
right to drive drunk. 
Alberta's police will con¬ 
tinue to enforce the exist¬ 
ing rules and ensure driv¬ 
ers get to their destina¬ 
tions safe and sound.” 

Mothers Against Drunk 
Driving has come out in 
support of the new rules, 
saying they are an impor¬ 
tant step forward in efforts 
to reduce drunk driving in 
Alberta. 

“We welcome the imple¬ 
mentation of stronger .05 
penalties and commend the 
Government of Alberta for its leader¬ 
ship in the effort to reduce impaired 
driving,” said Denise Dubyk, MADI) 
Canada National president. 

Family members of the many, many 
Albertans killed in drunk driving 
crashes in recent years obviously 
don’t need to be convinced that 
Dubyk’s comments are right on the 
mark. 


Yet in a very real sense, the anti- 
impaired driving message needs to 
get through to the people who have 
not had their lives damaged or ruined 
by drunk drivers. 

In particular, Alberta’s young peo¬ 
ple need to be convinced that they 
are making the right and proper 
choice when they choose to use des¬ 
ignated drivers or other safe trans¬ 
portation after drinking. 

Of course, for some Albertans 
these new alcohol driving rules won’t 
make a bit of difference in their deci¬ 
sion to drive drunk. 

Whatever the penalties or conse¬ 
quences, some people will always 
drive, whether they are impaired or 
not. 

Nevertheless, any and all efforts 
made to make Alberta’s highways 
and roads safe from impaired drivers, 
including these new Alberta rules, 
should be applauded. 

And now that the new rules are in 
place, maybe the next step for 
Premier Redford and her government 
colleagues should be to significantly 
increase the penalties and punish¬ 
ments handed out to people still stu¬ 
pid enough to drive impaired?

Street 

23rd Street is in the 
process of being paved, as 
many relieved residents 
have probably noticed. 

Mayor Wittal said that 
the project should only 
take about 10 days at most. 

“It’ll solve that problem 
for a while,” said Wittal. 

The big problem, he said, 
is that the road gets so 
much traffic, including 
heavy grain trucks. 

“Unfortunately,” he said, 


“it is an arterial road in and 
out of this community, it 
was designed that way. The 
last two years, it deteriorat¬ 
ed pretty fast. Unless you 
have a proper seal to keep 
it going, that’s what hap¬ 
pens.” 

Regional 
partnership to 
be updated 

The Municipal Area 
Partnership will be under¬ 
going a review soon, 
according to town council. 

“We see value in MAP as 
a regional body,” said 
Mayor Wittal, “for looking 
at regional issues and hav¬ 
ing discussions at that 
level, and 1 believe we need 
to get back to the original 
focus, and why MAP was 
started.” 

He noted that MAP was 
started about five years 
ago, was intended to look 
at the referendum of agree¬ 


ments that the town has 
between the county and 
the other towns, regarding 
recreation funding. 

“That’s what this group 
needs to get back to and 
focused on,” said Wittal. “It 
was meant to build work¬ 
ing relationships and conic 
up with something that’s 
fair and equitable for the 
utilization of our facilities, 
so that people in rural 
areas and urban areas are 
sharing the costs appropri¬ 
ately." 

He said that council 
wants to take another look 
at those documents so that 
they can be updated, “and 
look at what the costs are 
for running facilities and 
then come up with some 
kind of plan and funding 
model that will help share 
that burden. 

“So if we can do that, and 
focus on that for the year 
left, we can get a lot 
accomplished.”
